* " with the teachinfa of Henry Georte. But I w^a told by both Social- 
ifta and aingle-Uxera that ‘hia waa due to the fact that I did not 
^Imatand the anbject. Between Socieliam and the ainele tax there ia a treat 
|ldf Ixed. 

80 I dually gare up the idea of any poaaihle harmony between these two 
IhMa of thought and accepted the battle, nerer quite convinced, howerer, that 
the eeatention waa either necessary or right. 

And now, after a more thorough reading of the philosophy of both Harz 
-OfS fleorge, it seems more than ever that after all the two ideas may not be 
Hemaiitent with each other. 

And more than ever it aeema to me the antagonism and hostility of Social- 
irta and aingle-tazara ia doe to a p^e of intellect and to an economic dogmatism 
aa Aitiila mote than to an irreconcilable diflerence of principles. 

And this article ia written for the purpose of showing the points of agree- 
^■t and diaagteement and to empbasiie espwially the fact that the Socialist 
•Ailasophy agrees entirely with the one, all important contention of the single 
tax, and that the only matters that keep the single-taxer from becoming a So- 
y.Mrf art matters of relatively nnimportant detaQs. 

«"d the single tax both stand for the common control of 
HyS To the single-taxer this is of transcendent importance. But it ia no less 
aa te the SociaUst and every Socialist platform and every Socialist writer or 
II urges this demand with unceasing energy. Upon this point we are m 
te agreement. i 

It ia true the Socialist will urge that the common ownership of land is not 
msstli Bnt let os for once give full wei^t to the fact that both want it. We 
•he STS Socialists agree absolutely with such words of Henry George as these: 

*%'v most make land common property." (Progress and Poverty, book 6, 
Hup. a.) "U chattel slavery be unjust then is private property in land unjust." 
(Da, P MS-) "There is no escape from it. If we would save the republic 
vs mast mAe land common property.” (Social Problems, p. 376. See also 

IP 

bdeed nearly everything Henry George did and everything he wrote was 
ior the purpose of establishing this demand. The Socialists do the same. 

IL Socisiliats and single-taxers both agree that the common ownership of 
lead is not enough- It is only the rurrowness bom of intensity that pieventa 
.Abet aide from seeing this. 

Sametimes, perhaps, a single-taxer wilt insist that all he wants is the single 
tax and t^t gives the Socialist ground for attack. But both should get the 
aindpaint of the greater minds in their movement. 

Henry George not only recognised that the common ownership of land was 
nst uaengh, but distinctly stated the fact. “Let me not be misunderstood," he 
atya *T do not say that in the recognition of the equal right of each human 
to the natural elements lies the solution of all social problems I fully 
the fact that after we do this, much will remain to do. WE UGHT 
MIZE THE EQUAL BIGHT TO LAND AND YET TYRANNY AND 
INUATION BE CONTINUED." (Social Problems, p. 373.) 

This is.ezactly the contention of the Socialist. Qeorge concedes the necessity 
if ether r^orms besides that of common ownership of land but urges that 
this ia established no other reform will avail. The point to emphasise 
Oat George himself insiated that the single tax would not suffice. (See also 
ProUms, p. 198.) ! 

Indeed the single tax platform concedes this and declares for the common 
jXhip of public utilitiea. It reads as follows: "It is also a proper func- 
af society to tnaintain and Control all public ways for transportation; traiu- 
■ of intelligence, and all ways in cities for furnishing water, gas and all 
things that necessarily require the use of such common ways.” (See Sin- 
Ihx Platform quoted in "Shortest Road to the Single Tax," p. 334.) 
i Some single-taxers, it is true, interpret this to mean public ownership, but 
■St the public operation of these utilities. 

Henry George, however, thought differently, and here again agrees with the 
Utiw He says: “We never can enjoy the full benefits of the railroad until 
it public property, MANAGED BY PUBLIC SERVANTS in the public 
Bits." (So<^l Problems, p. 357.) And again: “The same reasons that ren- 
hr n neceeaary for the state to make and maintain common roads apply with 
«B treater force to the buUding AND OPERATING of railroads." (Idem, p. 
¥>■) . . 
•Hothing is more obvious," he says, “than that a union of raUroading with 
vUmi functions of eoveminent is inentsblc.” (P* *47*) And, even ii it 
wsts possible, WHICH MAY WELL BE DOUBTED, to have__railway8 _ main-

tained by the state, leaving the furnishing of trains to private enterprise, it 
would Iw still u moat serious matter." "All I have said of railroads applies of 
course to the telegraph, telephone, gas, water, heat, electricity—in short, all busi¬ 
nesses which are in their nature monopolies." 

A careful consideration of these quotations reveals a remarkable extent of 
common ground between the Socialist and the single tax philosophy. 

It should be recogniied by both and taken advantage of. 

III. Henry George saw the evolution of society towards Socialism and pre¬ 
dicted its coming. 

His followers now should realise that since George’s time this evolution has 
been very rapid and they ought to see the logic of events which he did not have 
to guide him. 

Years ago George wrote these words; “THE NATURAL DEVELOPMENT 
IS UNMISTAKABLY TOWARDS CO-OPERATION—OR IF THE WORD BE 
PREFERRED, TOWARDS SOCIALISM, tho' I dislike to use a word to which 
such various and vague meanings are attached.” (Social Problems, p. 361.) And 
in Progress and Poverty (book VIII., ch. TV., pp. 453-454,) he describes the ideal 
he hoped his system would reach in terms that are more Socialistic even than 
thpse of Socialists, reminding one of the utopian passages of Bellamy. He con¬ 
cludes with this statement: "We should reach the ideal of the Socialist, but 
not through government repression.” 

rv. POINTS OF DISAGREEMENT. So far attention has been called to 
the points of agreement between the Socialist and single tax philosophy. And 
1 submit that these are the more vital points and that upon these there is essen¬ 
tial agreement. 

There are also points of disagreement. A brief discussion of these will 
show: (i) That they are not the most essential points in the philosophy of 
either party; (3) that they are due to a mutual ihisunderstanding or a lack of 
complete knowMge and, 1 believe, (3) that these differences are not irreconcil¬ 
able. I 

(r) George very evidently did not fully understand and appreciate the Social¬ 
ist philosophy. When, for example, he refers 10 Socialism as a repressive power 
and dismisses it as tyrannous and leading back to barbarism, he is evidently 
unaware of the fact that exactly what he sets forth as an ideal form of govern¬ 


ment ia also exactly the ideal of the Socialists. When he says “Government 
would change^ its character and would become the administration of a great co¬ 
operative society. It would become merely the agency by wheih the common 
property v;ss administered for the common benefit,” (Progress and Poverty, 
P- 454), bo was perhaps uiuware that he was using almost exactly the words 
of the Socialist writers upon that point. That is exactly the ideal of Social¬ 
ism. Indeed the Socialist writers have developed the idea of a democratic state 
much more thoroughly than Spencer or Jefferson or even George did. (See Van- 
dervelde’s “Collectivism," chap. Ill, on “The Administration of Things.” Also 
Deville on “The State.” and “Socialism, Utopian and Scientific,” by Engels, pp. 
«#, 75-77-) 

Or, again, when George speaks of TRADES UNIONISM and PROTECTION¬ 
ISM as phases of Socialism he betrays an astonishing lack of understanding of 
Socialism. (Open Letter to Pope, p. 64 ff.) If these are the conceptions that 
George and his followers have of what Socialism is, we can understand their 

hostility to it. It is because neither understand what it is. If they will take 

the pams to get a correct and complete idea about it their reason for hostility 
will disappear. 

(3) The disagreement on the question of competition seems at first more 
formidable. George and his followers believe in competition and the Socialists 
do not. But when one discovers that the kind of competition in which the single- 
taxer believes is s kind that has never existed so far and is therefore an ideal 
competition yet to be realised (Open Letter, p. 67): and when, on the other 

hand, one reads in a Socialist writer like Enrico Ferri that under Socialism the 

“struggle for life" will not be sbolished, but its form and conditions will be 
changed and it will still proceed upon a higher plane, vis., the intellectual 
moral and ethical and under conditions of equality of opportunity (“Socialism' 
and Modern Science,” chapter on “The Struggle for Life and Its Victims,” p. 35), 
the seriousness of the difficulty disappears. 

(3) On the question of interest the Socialists are squarely at issue with 

George, who holds that it is right. In this respect the Socialist must regard the 
work of George aa incomplete. But it is very interesting to find, as the writer 
has frequently, that many enthusiastic followers of George agree with the Social¬ 
ists upon this point rather than with George. So that even here we may be 
nearer together than we think. ^ 

(4) Upon the question of the class struggle George and bis followers seem 
to be entirely unenlightened, or perhaps unconscious. A study of this great 
fact, this unfolding social drama, as Ferri calls it, would perhaps complete the 
circle of harmony and bring us all together. 

V. And, finally, recent events, it seems to the writer, ought now to fully 
convince the single-taxer that the only hope of realizing his ideal is through the 
Socialist party of America. This is the situation—the one great all absorbing, 
all important measure to the single-taxer—the reform that transcends all others, 
and by the side of which all others are as nothing, is the first and foremost plank 
of the Socialist party. Upon other points the disagreement is either only partial 
or due to lack of understanding. 

The Socialist party is a world party with its organization in every civilized 
nation. It cast 300,000 votes in the last election and has now marshaled the 
forces that make its triumph a possibility within the next few years. 

Meanwhile the Democratic party, which the single-taxers have supported be¬ 
cause they hoped to secure their measures through it, has been overwhelmingly 
defeated; and what is still worse, has nowhere given the slightest indication 
of offering the single taxers anything. Its radical candidates are often defeated 
by the bolting vote of its own membership, and in Colorado the Bucklin bill 
was openly opposed in platform, press and public speech by many of the Demo¬ 
cratic party. 

Thus the party is hopelessly divided and unquestionably in the power of 
reactionary plutocratic interests. There can be no possible hope for the true 
single-taxer in that direction. 

What then can be clearer than the duty of those who love the memory and 
the noble ideals of Henry George? 

You want the resources of nature rescued from the grip of private monopo¬ 
lists; you want the common ownership of all natural monopolies; you want de¬ 
mocracy; you want a co-operative commonwealth. So do we. Will you net 
join the Socialist party in its world -ruggle and help us win the ideals you 
cherish? 

Or will you still cling to an effete political party and permit an intellectual 
pride to chain you to the mterests of a rotten plutocracy m the very presence 
of the master opportunity for a cosmic struggle for justice a..d human liberty? 

We Socialists want justice. Are you with us or against us?

Aceonlin« to our ideas land is an iinjHjr- 
tant bastion in the fortress capital, and it is not simply wo who maintain this, 
but some capitalist* also fear that OcorRo’s land theories may hurt the pres¬ 
ent system and that is the ren.son they denounce him as a Socialist. Geonru, and 
even more so his German discinle. Kleiscliboim, would like to make a com* 
promise between Individualism and Socialism. But their compromise is a 
failure.

Collectivism is now possible and necessary in very many bmnehea, espe¬ 
cially in those that have reached the fonn of a monopoly or tniat—as Henry 
Georfte rlRhtly Indicates—and hare thereby proved that they have outgrown the 
competitive system. 

Furthermore collectivism ia now possible and necessary in mlnlnR of every 
description and in the ownership and management of all the means of transpor¬ 
tation and In the Ttrious public utilities. , * i 

Bnt in our country Socialism in land is not possible now and wiU not be 
for a long time to come. , xz i 

Fo^Jreason* not necessary to explain here, the effect of new invennons in 
agricultoral machinery has only tended to strengthen the middle-sixed farm. 
Many sclentlats and especially agrouomists (spocialiats In agriculture) clainv 


that lilt* future in agriculture l>e]iingi* t<» intensive farniing, iint to farming on a 
large M-ale. At any rate, the farmers wi’l for very many rrasoiiM be the last 
class to he expropriated by socieiy. One veiv good n®ason is that class is so numer¬ 
ous that it would be simply imiKiNsilde to do so. The other reason is that it is 
the .nim of Socialism to return to the workers tho instniments of production they 
have to use. and in the ease of the farmers an expropriation would mean that 
we should take the land from the pn‘seiit owners and forthwith give it back to 
them. 

The farmers as a class naturally olifect to the Single Tax aa much and more 
ll•all they do to Socialism, before they understand it. The only differenee Is 
that they object to Single Tax a great deal more after they understand it. And 
there surely would l>e no cause for the proletariat to fight the farinem for ths 
single tax. Land Is still to hr had very cheaply in many places—in the north* 
ern part of the state of Wisconsin at from throt* to five dollar* an acre—in the 


apecls even better. But what l«enrfii was the cheap land to the i>rinter or tha 
I weaver out of a job? .\s A. M. Simons in his very readable pamphlet. ‘‘Single 
[Tnx vs. Socinlisin” (Kerr & Co.. Chicago.) very i»erlinently remarks: “So long 
ns capital remained private property and Us owners continued to rule, there 
I would be only one thing that the single tnxer conld do with hla “free land”— 
he could take a sharpened stick and cultivate it. and even then he would have 
I to watch out that aoineone did not get a corner on the sticks and leave him to 
. scratch with his finger nails.” 

I . up: Single Tnx has some good point*—the Single Taxers have criti¬ 

cised the present system severely and Imve helped co awaken the cooaclenco of 
the nation. But it i* no panacea for anything. 

. Single Tax would not abolish our cut-throat competition—competition is coo- 
Mdered by Henry George a corner-stone of cIvilixatfoD. On the contrary, Single 
Tax l^ouid sharpen competition. Single Tax would not do away with interest, 
wage slavery. Tho main difference between the present system ana 
Sing e Tax would lie that Instead of many million landlords we wenW have only 
one ^***1 slate wonid give the land only to the men who 

would be ABLE TO PA\ the * single tax.” or to make improvemenu upon it. In 
every instance this would be the man with the “Mady catb.” Nowadays at least 
ope poor l^rson in a freat many can sometimes inherit a niece of land and hold 
It or sell lt-~this wonid be put of the question under the ringle T^x. Only rich 
men would bare a right to have and to hold valuable property.

They proijose to have a certain number of well-informed gentlemen who have 
made a deep study of ScKiallsm. and who claim to be able to expose Its fallacieH 
and unsound doctrines, travel about the country, and in pubHc speeches, printed 
literature and other eonally effective means meet the arguments of toother side. 

This will require the expenditure of some money—perhaps $ 50 , 000 . to begin 
with. The plan is to get the movement under wav at once, so that Its benefits 
will be felt in a substantial way In the presidential election next year, and con¬ 
tinue the CHlucational camiuiign from then on.

THE HEADQUARTERS PEFE^iENDUM. 

The rcfertfhdum which has been called 
for on the location of the national porty 
headquarters ii now being taken nnd will 
close May 1 , The ballots prepared by 
the national secretary are now being sent 
to the branches and locals through thej 
state secretaries, only lUosc haviug mem-1 
bers paying national dues, of conrs«‘. re¬ 
ceiving them. The referendum Is an im¬ 
portant one and should receive careful 
consideration by those entitled to vote. 

Spaces arc provided on the ballots for 
the rotes of the branches on two differ¬ 
ent resolutions, but the members will do 
well to confine themselves to the first one.
